SPACE RACE HANDICAP 


After years of wildcat strikes and petty work stoppages 
which added up to hundreds of thousands of man-hours 
lost and millions of dollars of tax money paid in overtime 
to catch up, the missile program and the atomic program 
got a respite earlier this year. 
Congress was astonished when it learned that elevator 
operators were getting hundreds of dollars a week, and that 
journeymen’s pay checks resembled those of movie stars. 
Labor Secretary Goldberg, with Administration backing, 
took a stern line and elicited a “no strike’’ pledge from the 
undependable unions involved, and it looked for a while as 
though our defense development in this critical hour of 
■world history could move forward. 
But the hired hands of the space age look back wistfully 
on the old days of the quickie strike and the resulting hefty 
check. And so, pledge or no pledge, such irresponsible walk­ 
outs have continued. 
On Nov. 20, two thousand construction workers surged 
off the job on a super-secret Atomic Energy Commission- 
Air Force project at Las Vegas, Nev. The ostensible cause 
was a dispute over vyho should handle a kind of work — 
the Pipefitters or the Operating Engineers. The Pipefitters 
picketed to get it and 2,000 workmen stayed out. 
Last June and July the Pipefitters also struck for a 
nickel an hour more for vacations, just after they had w'on 
an $18-a-week raise, according to columnist Victor Riesel. 
The local unionists defied the national union officers in 
the latest walk-out, but went to work again after setting 
the defense project back three days when Secretary Gold­ 
berg “ordered” them to do so. 
The Government backs these unions in their insistence 
for union shops in defense work. It would be advantageous 
to the country’s defense if the members would settle down 
to do the work they are hired to do, or lose their protected 
status.

Amos ‘N Andy Bookkeeping 
Expansion of the social security 
system to include medical care for 
elderly persons, offers some tough 
nuts to crack. Experience shows 
that in politics things are advocat­ 
ed that are unworkable. Richard 
Starnes, columnist for the Washing­ 
ton Daily News, reveals some not 
very comforting statistics on the 
entire social security set-up. “In its 
first quarter century,” he says, 
‘social security took in $70 billion. 
It paid out $50 billion of that, and 
has $20 billion of government bonds 
in the kitty. Against that $20 bil­ 
lion there are obligations, at the 
present rate of benefits, of $360 
billion.”

If >ou wonder how the social se­ 
curity system has reached such a 
pass the answer is simple. 
Mr. 
Starnes cites a not unusual case — 
a pensioner who paid for three 
years, starting in 1937. Then he re­ 
tired. Since then he and his late 
wife together have drawn $13,490 
in beneiits while their total contri­ 
butions to the fund had been $40. 
But in the case of young people 
starting to work circumstances are 
reversed. They can never hope to 
take out as much as they are forc­ 
ed to contribute. 
There is little justification for 
further taxing, in the name of so­ 
cial security, already overtaxed 
younger workers to provide medi­ 
cal care for millions of elderly 
persons who are both able and will­ 
ing to care for themselves. Senator 
Harry F. 
Byrd, a distinguished 
democrat who has as great an un­ 
derstanding of the fiscal problems 
of the federal government as any 
man, does not mince words, “I am 
opposed to . . . compulsory modi 
cal service and hospitalization un­ 
der the Social Security System. I 
am convinced this would lead to 
socialized medicine with the possi­ 
bility that it would bankrupt the 
social security trust fund.”

Friday until midnight Mon­ 
day, Christmas night Last year 
during the sam e 78 hour

there were 21 fatalities in Missouri 
traffic. 
The 1961 Christmas traffic toll 
included four deaths on rural roads 
and one urban area death. The 
only Missouri city with more than 
10,000 population to suffer a traffic 
fatality was Joplin with one pedes­ 
trian death recorded. 
Commenting on the safety re­ 
cord set by Missouri drivers dur­ 
ing Christmas, the Slate Highway 
Patrol Superintendent, Col. Hugn 
H. Waggoner said, ‘‘We feel that 
the decrease in traffic accident 
deaths this Christmas was NO ac­ 
cident. When traffic deaths rise, 
the individual driver is blamed for 
his carelessness. This year with the 
Chris unas traffic toll at a 13 year 
low, the individual driver must be 
commended for his good conduct 
during the period.” 
Patrol records show' that ail of 
the traffic fatalities during Christ­ 
mas were in accidents taking only 
one life. There were no multiple 
death collisions that are usually the 
reason for a tragic holiday toil. 
Three of the rural area deaths 
were drivers, while only one pass­ 
enger was killed. The deaths occur­ 
red in widely scattered areas of the 
state. St. Louis, Dallas, Christian 
and Callaway Counties contributed 
one death each to the Christmas 
holiday toll .

in lipreading. 
For example, many people are 
difficult

they fail to form the consonants 
properly. 
In ail languages we have a few 
vowels (voiced by vocal cords) 
vs. many breath sounds that are 
formed by lips and tongue. 
The vowels are best understood 
by watching your own mouth in 


the m irror as you utter the long 
“o” sound, as in “go” . 
Your lips purse themselves in 
a big circle. 
Now say “oo”, as in “ moo” 
and you will notice that you push 
your 
lips 
forward 
slightly 
and 
narrow the opening. 
Vowels vs. Consonants 
The long “e” , as in “ Eve’’ is 
a high pitched sound of the vocal 
cords with the lip* barely parted. 
Try long “a”, as in “ate” and 
you find the lips are parted more 
widely and the pitch is lower. 
Long “i” starts with the mouth 
open, as when the doctor asks 
you to say “ah” , but then there 
is a quick glide into long “e”, as 
ah-e. 
Long “ u” is likewise a com­ 
bination of long “e” followed by 
a quick glide into “oo”, as e-oo. 
As 
regards 
the 
consonants, 
some are breath sounds, -ike “p” . 
We teach it to deaf children by 
letting them blow out a candle 
with a puff of air as they explo­ 
sively utter “p” 
The three consonants “m ” , “p” 
and “b” look alike, so they are 
difficult even for a good lipread- 
er.

“b* 
starts 
with 
a 
sound in the throat, added to the 
breath sound made by opening 
the lips with a push. 
In contrast, the “ m” starts with 
a sound that vibrates in the nose 
and then involves a fast opening 
of the lips.

JEFFERSON CITY (AP)—The 
Division of Insurance is cracking 
down on life insurance salesmen 
w’ho are too free with the “ hard 
sell.” 
Jack L. Clay, who became su­ 
perintendent of the division last 
Dec. 8. ’said today he initiated a 
statewide 
investigation 
im modi . 
ately because of the increased 
number of complaints some Insur­ 
ance salesmen were misrepresent­ 
ing the policies. 
Recently, Clay said. four men 
were reported to be pushing too 
hard the dividend features of the 
participating life insurance poli­ 
cies they were selling. Some of 
those who purchased p o l i c i e s 
thought they were Investing in 
stock 
when 
actually they were 
buying life insurance, Clay said. 
The misrepresentation 
Is 
evi­ 
dent throughout the United States, 
Clay said, “but I fust want to 
put the cap on it in Missouri be­ 
fore it gets out of hand.” 
He said although the investiga­ 
tion is directed at the salesmen’s 
tactics, the action will be taken 
against the companies they repre­ 
sent. The com;>anies will be forced 
out of business in Missouri if they 
Persist in allowing their repre­ 
sentatives to use the “hard sell." 
Enough evidence that may be 
of a criminal nature, the insur 
ance superintendent said, will be 
turned over to local law enforce­ 
ment authorities for possible pros­ 
ecution.

After years of wildcat strikes and petty work stoppages 
which added up to hundreds of thousands of man-hours 
lost and millions of dollars of tax money paid in overtime 
to catch up, the missile program and the atomic program 
got a respite earlier this year. 
Congress was astonished when it learned that elevator 
operators were getting hundreds of dollars a week, and that 
journeymen’s pay checks resembled those of movie stars. 
Labor Secretary Goldberg, with Administration backing, 
took a stern line and elicited a “no strike” pledge from the 
undependable unions involved, and it looked for a while as 
though our defense development in this critical hour of 
world history could move forward. 
But the hired hands of the space age look back wistfully 
on the old days of the quickie strike and the resulting hefty 
check. And so, pledge or no pledge, such irresponsible walk­ 
outs have continued. 
On Nov. 20, two thousand construction workers surged 
off the job on a super-secret Atomic Energy Commission- 
Air Force project at Las Vegas, Nev. The ostensible cause 
was a dispute over vyho should handle a kind of work — 
the Pipefitters or the Operating Engineers. The Pipefitters 
picketed to get it and 2,000 wrorkmen stayed out. 
Last June and July the Pipefitters also struck for a 
nickel an hour more for vacations, just after they had won 
an $18-a-week raise, according to columnist Victor Riesel. 
The local unionists defied the national union officers in 
the latest walk-out, but went to work again after setting 
the defense project back three days when Secretary Gold­ 
berg “ordered” them to do so.

Amo* ‘N Andy Bookkeeping 
Expansion of the social security 
system to include m edical care for 
elderly persons, offers som e tough 
nuts to crack. Experience shows 
that in politics things are advocat­ 
ed that are unworkable. R ichard 
Starnes, columnist for the W ashing­ 
ton Daily News, reveals some not 
very comforting statistics on the 
entire social security set-up. “ In its 
first quarter century,” he says, 
‘social security took in $70 billion. 
It paid out $50 billion of that, and 
has $20 billion of governm ent bonds 
in th(> kitty. Against that $20 bil­ 
lion there are obligations, at the 
present rate of benefits, of $360 
billion.”

If you wonder how the social se­ 
curity system has reached such a 
pass the answ'er is 
sim ple.

Starnes cites a not unusual case — 
a pensioner who paid for three 
years, starting in 1937. Then he re­ 
tired. Since then he and his late 
wife together have drawn $13,490 
in benefits while their total contri­ 
butions to the fund had bean $40. 
But in the case of young people 
starting to work circum stances are 
reversed. They can never hope to 
take out as much as they are forc­ 
ed to contribute.

This year with the 
Christm as traffic toll at a 13 year 
low, the individual driver m ust be 
com m ended for his good conduct 
during the period.” 
Patrol records show that ail of 
the traffic fatalities during Christ­ 
m as were in accidents taking only 
one life.

SPACE RACE HANDICAP 


After years of wildcat strikes and petty work stoppages 
which added up to hundreds of thousands of man-hours 
lost and millions of dollars of tax money paid in overtime 
to catch up. the missile program and the atomic program 
got a respite earlier this year. 
Congress was astonished when it learned that elevator 
operators were getting hundreds of dollars a week, and that 
journeymen’s pay checks resembled those of movie stars. 
Labor Secretary Goldberg, with Administration backing, 
took a stern line and elicited a “no strike” pledge from the 
undependable unions involved, and it looked for a while as 
though our defense development in this critical hour of 
world history could move forward. 
But the hired hands of the space age look back wistfully 
on the old days of the quickie strike and the resulting hefty 
check. And so, pledge or no pledge, such irresponsible walk­ 
outs have continued. 
On Nov. 20, two thousand construction workers surged 
off the job on a super-secret Atomic Energy Commission- 
Air Force project at Las Vegas, Nev. The ostensible cause 
was a dispute over \yho should handle a kind of work — 
the Pipefitters or the Operating Engineers. The Pipefitters 
picketed to get it and 2,000 workmen stayed out. 
Last June and July the Pipefitters also struck for a 
nick* I an hour more for vacations, just after they had won 
an $.'8-a-week raise, according to columnist Victor Riesel. 
The local unionists defied the national union officers in 
the latest walk-out, but went to work again after setting 
the defense project back three days when Secretary Gold­ 
berg "ordered” them to do so. 
The Government backs these unions in their insistence 
for union shops in defense work. It would be advantageous 
to the country’s defense if the members would settle down 
to do the work they are hired to do, or lose their protected 
status.

Amos 'N Andy Bunkkeeptni 
Expansion of the social security 
system to include medical care for 
elderly persons, offers some tough 
nuts to crack. Experience shows 
that in politics things are advocat­ 
ed that are unworkable. Richard 
Starnes, columnist for the Washing­ 
ton Daily News, reveals some not 
very comforting statistics on the 
entire social security set-up. “In its 
first quarter century.” he says, 
‘social security took in 170 billion. 
It paid out $50 billion of that, and 
has $20 billion of government bonds 
in the kitty. Against thai $20 bil­ 
lion there are obligations, at the 
present rate of benefits, of $360 
billion.” 
lf you wonder how the social se­ 
curity system has reached such a 
pass the answer is simple. Mr. 
Starnes cites a not unusual case — 
a pensioner who paid for three 
years, starting in 1937. Then he re­ 
tired. Since then he and his late 
wife together have drawn $13,490 
in benefits while their total contri­ 
butions to the fund had been $40. 
But in the case of young people 
starting to work circumstances are 
reversed. They can never hope to 
take out as much as they are fore* 
ed to contribute. 
There is little justification for 
further taxing, In the name of so­ 
cial security, already overtaxed 
younger workers to provide medi­ 
cal care for minions of elderly 
persons who are both able and will­ 
ing to care for themselves. Senator 
Harry F. 
Byrd, a distinguished 
democrat who has as great an un­ 
derstanding of the fiscal problems 
of the federal government as any 
man. does not mince words, “I am 
opined to . . . compulsory medi­ 
cal service and hospitalization un­ 
der the Social Security System. I 
am convinced this would lead to 
socialized medicine with the possi­ 
bility that it would bankrupt the 
social security trust fund.**

The 
only Missouri city with more than 
IO,OOO population to suffer a traffic 
fatality was Joplin with one pedes­ 
trian death recorded. 
Commenting on the salety re­ 
cord set by Missouri drivers dur­ 
ing Christmas, the Slate Highway 
Patrol Superintendent, Col. Hugo 
H. Waggoner said, “We feel that 
the decrease in traffic accident 
deaths this Christmas was NO ac­ 
cident. When iraific deaths rise, 
the individual driver is blamed for 
his carelessness. This year with the 
Christmas traffic toll at a 13 year 
low, the individual drivel must be 
commended for his good conduct 
during the period.” 
Patrol records show that all of 
the traffic fatalities during Christ­ 
mas were in accidents taking only 
one life. There were no multiple 
death collisions that are usually the 
reason for a uagie holiday toll. 
Three of the rural area deaths 
were drivers, while only one pass­ 
enger was killed. The deaths occur­ 
red rn widely scattered areas of the 
state. St. Louis, Dallas, Christian 
and Callaway Counties contributed 
one death each to the Christmas 
holiday toll .

a big circle. 
Now say “oo’\ as in “moo" 
and you will notice that you push 
your lips forward slightly and 
narrow the opening. 
Vowels vs. Consonants 
The long ”e”, as in "Eve’’ is 
a high pitched sound of the vocal 
cords with the Ups barely parted. 
Try long “a", as in "ate” and 
you find the Ups are parted more 
widely and the pitch is tower. 
Long “i” starts with the mouth 
open, *s when the doctor asks 
you to say “ah”, but then there 
is a quick glide into long “e”, as 
ah-e. 
Long “u” is likewise a com­ 
bination of long “e” followed by 
a quick glide into “oo'V *s eoo. 
As 
regards 
the 
consonants, 
some are breath sounds, ike “p". 
We teach it to deaf children by 
letting them blow out a candle 
with a puff of air as they explo 
sively utter **p” 
Tiq. three consonants “rn”, “p” 
and “b" look alike, so they are 
difficult even for a good lipread- 
er.
